1596 expedition Philip IT determined to attack England 
again, He began the assembly of a new Armada at 
Ferroll, The pregent manifesto announces an expedition 
under the s01e conmand of Egzex ( Raleigh was in support 


though not mentioned) to forestal the Ferroll navy. 


The fleet aailed in July, 1597, but was scattered by 
a 8torm and foroed to return, After refitting the 
expedition reached Ferroll but unfit to attack the 
Spaniagh fleet, Sailing on to the Izores, Raleigh 
achieved a personal. triumph by capturing a town. 

The Ferroll fleet sailed for England but was prevented 
by storms from attacking the const. 


The manifesto emphasises that "Her Maiestie would have 
it wnderstood for a very trueth, that he is mooued 
hereunto, onely for defence of the State of her owne 
kingdomes, and people, against the apparent preparations 
of great forces, put in readinesse by the King of 
Spaine, to offend her Maiestie gundry wayes, and 
specially to invade her Realne of Ireland," 


Tnere is apparently no other contemporary text of this 
manisfesto. It was never issued as a proclamation.
